“Our inability to believe the com- 
plainant beyond a reasonable doubt 
means, in good faith, that we could 
not ask a jury to do that,” assistant 
district attorney Joan Illuzzi-Orbon 
said in formally recommending the 
case be dismissed. 

Strauss-Kahn arrived at court 


in a six-car motorcade and was 
greeted by protesters wielding 
signs carrying such messages as 
“DSK treats women like proper- 
ty” and “Put the rapist on trial — 
not the victim.”

Irene Still Packs a Punch 



Hurricane weakens, 
though officials say it 
could regain strength 

Miami 

Officials and residents from Flor- 
ida to the Carolinas stocked up on 
supplies, dusted off evacuation 
plans and readied for the worst as 
Irene, the first hurricane to threat- 
en the U.S. in three years, churned 
over tropical waters Tuesday after 
cutting a destructive path through 
the Caribbean. 

Federal officials warned the 
storm could flood streets and 
knock down power lines as far 
north as New England. Irene lost 
some of its punch Tuesday after- 
noon and was downgraded to a 
Category 1 hurricane as it lashed 
the Turks and Caicos Islands, 
but the storm remains likely to 
regain strength and become a 
major hurricane before making 
a U.S. landfall. 

The hurricane has raked the 
Caribbean and could cause serious 
problems along the entire East- 
ern Seaboard, Federal Emergency

If Hurricane Irene does move into 
the Mid-Atlantic region, it could 
threaten plans in D.C. for the dedica- 
tion of the Martin Luther King Jr. me- 
morial. A FEMA administrator said 
officials were discussing whether to 
hold Sunday’s ceremony. Meanwhile, 
Irene could bring much-needed relief 
to a fire blazing in the Great Dismal 
Swamp on the North Carolina-Virgin- 
ia line. If the storm stays on track, it

Citing unnamed people familiar 
with the matter, the newspaper said 
the wireless company will get to sell 
both the new iPhone 5 and the cur- 
rent model, the iPhone 4. The iPhone 
5 will launch at the same time that 
AT&T Inc. and Verizon Wireless get 
it, the newspaper said. 

Apple Inc. normally launches a 


new iPhone model in June or July, 
but this year’s launch has been 
delayed for unknown reasons. 
Apple watchers had expected the 
new phone to arrive in September, 
but speculation has recently shift- 
ed toward October. 

Sprint, headquartered in Over- 
land Park, Kan., has been turn- 
ing around its ailing operations 
through improvements in custom- 
er care, but its inability to sell the 
iPhone has hampered its recovery. 
In the three months ending in June, 
it lost 101,000 subscribers from con- 
tract-based plans.

Libyan chief s refuge

Hundreds of Libyan rebels blasted 
through the green gates of Moam- 
mar Gadhafi’s sprawling com- 
pound in Tripoli on Tuesday, charg- 
ing wildly through the symbolic 
heart of the crumbing regime as 
they looted armories and scoured 
the grounds in vain for the miss- 
ing dictator. 

The storming of Bab al-Aziz- 
iya, long the nexus of Gadhafi’s 
power, marked a major success 
for the rebels.

It 
was there that he appeared on tele- 
vision at the beginning of the six- 
month-old uprising, mocking his 
opponents. The Libyan leader has 
not been heard from since Sunday, 
when rebels entered Tripoli and he

Syria’s fragmented opposition took 
steps toward forming a national 
council Tuesday, but serious divi- 
sions and mistrust among the 
members prevented them from pre- 
senting a unified front against Pres- 
ident Bashar Assad’s regime more 
than five months into the country’s 
uprising, participants said.

Panel: Gray Practiced Nepotism 


Report says mayor’s 
administration broke 
law in hiring practiee 

Washington 

D.C. Mayor Vincent C. Gray’s 
administration violated local and 
federal law, showed little regard 
for government money and dam- 
aged the city’s reputation through 
“nepotism and cronyism,” a D.C. 
Council panel concludes in a draft 
report released Tuesday. 

The special committee did not 
uncover direct involvement by Gray 
in his administration’s most con- 
troversial personnel decisions. The 


“Ultimately, Mayor Gray, as 
chief executive, is responsible for 
the actions and errors of his cam- 
paign, transition and administra- 
tion,” the report states. “It is unfor- 
tunate that the Gray administration 
did not act more swiftly to investi- 
gate and repudiate the unlawful 
actions that occurred.” 

The 47-page report, a copy 
of which was obtained by The 
Washington Post, states that Gray 
appeared “essentially disconnect- 
ed” and that he failed to adequate- 
ly supervise his staff and that the 
“damage created by these errors is 
not irreparable, but it will take time 
for the District to heal from them.”

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Quake Rocks East Coast 

Highly unusual 5.8 temblor brings jitters and structural damage, but no deaths 


Mineral, Va. 

The most powerful earthquake to 
strike the East Coast in 67 years 
shook buildings and rattled nerves 
from South Carolina to Maine on 
Tuesday. Frightened office workers 
spilled into the streets in New York, 
and parts of the White House, Capi- 
tol and Pentagon were evacuated. 

There were no immediate 
reports of deaths, but fire officials 
in Washington said there were at 
least some injuries. 

The National Cathedral said its 
central tower and three of its four 
corner spires were damaged, but 
the White House said advisers had 
told President Obama there were 
no reports of major damage to the 
nation’s infrastructure, including 
airports and nuclear facilities. 

The U.S. Geological Survey said 
the quake registered magnitude 5.8 
and was centered about 40 miles 
northwest of Richmond, Va. 

Two nuclear reactors at the 
North Anna Power Station, in the 
same county as the epicenter, were 
automatically taken offline by safe- 
ty systems, said Roger Hannah, a 
spokesman for the U.S. Nuclear 
Regulatory Commission. 

The earthquake came less than 
three weeks before the 10th anni- 
versary of the Sept. 11 attacks, and 
in both Washington and New York 
it immediately triggered fears of 
something more sinister than a 
natural disaster. 

At the Pentagon, a low rum- 
bling built until the building itself 
was shaking, and people ran into 
the corridors of the complex. The 
shaking continued there, to shouts 
of “Evacuate! Evacuate!” The Park 
Service closed all monuments and 
memorials on the National Mail, and 
ceiling tiles fell at Reagan Nation- 
al Airport outside Washington. All 
flights there were put on hold. 

As people placed frantic calls to

check on friends and relatives, 911 
centers in the region were jammed 
with callers seeking reassurance 
or reporting the earthquake. Offi- 
cials asked the public to limit calls 
to 911 to the need for public safe- 
ty assistance, to report injuries or 
to request police help. 

Shaking was felt as far south as 
Charleston, S.C., and as far north 
as Maine. It was also felt on Mar- 
tha’s Vineyard, off the coast of 
Massachusetts, where Obama is 
taking summer vacation and was 
starting a round of golf when the 
quake struck at 1:51 p.m. 

The earthquake caused a stir 
online, where people posted to 
Facebook and Twitter within sec- 
onds and described what they 
had felt. The keywords in posts, 
or hashtags, included “DCquake,” 
"VAquake” and “Columbusquake,” 
an indication of how broadly the 
quake was experienced. 

In New York City, the 26-story 
federal courthouse in lower Manhat- 
tan, blocks from the site of the Sept. 
11, 2001, terror attacks on the World 
Trade Center, began swaying, and 
hundreds of people streamed out of 
the building. Also, workers in the 
Empire State Building spilled into 
the streets, some having descended 
dozens of flights of stairs. “I thought 
we’d been hit by an airplane,” said 
one worker, Marty Wiesner. (ap/the

Gridlock Follows Quake 

An earthquake measuring at a 5.8 magnitude that shook the 
East Coast on Tuesday threw the afternoon commute into 
chaos. Gridlock was reported around the D.C. region, from the 
streets of downtown where some traffic signals were mal- 
functioning, to the tunnels of Metro, where trains were oper- 
ating at speeds of 15 mph as a precaution. Many stations were 
jampacked with commuters as the federal government urged 
employees to leave.

Shaking ground and swaying build- 
ings sent panicked people rushing 
for exits, pouring into streets or 
diving under desks.

At the majestic Washington 
National Cathedral, at least three 
of the four pinnacles on the cen- 
tral tower fell off and the central 
tower appeared to be leaning, a 
spokesman said. The pinnacles 
are the top stones on the cathe- 
dral’s towers. 

As the 10th anniversary of Sept. 
11 approaches, terrorist attacks 
crossed many minds. 

In New York, people from spilled 
into the streets from skyscrapers. 

“I felt dizzy, man,” said Adrian 
Ollivierre, a 28-year-old accountant. 


“I thought I was having maybe a 
heart attack, and I saw everybody 
running. I think what it is, is the 
paranoia that happens from 9/11, 
and that’s why I’m still out here — 
because. I’m sorry. I’m not playing 
with my life.”

11, the shaking sent people stream- 
ing into corridors. Light fixtures 
suspended from the ceiling swayed 
back and forth in some areas as 
people were urged to evacuate 
the building. 

The main damage reported in 
the government’s biggest work- 
space came from a broken water 
pipe, which led officials to shut

The East Coast Quake at a Glance 


Science 

The magnitude 5.8 earthquake 
that struck Virginia on Tuesday 
was the largest on the East Coast 
since one of the same strength in 
New York in 1944, according to the 
U.S. Geological Service. 

It was the largest in Virgin- 
ia since a 5.9 temblor in 1897. 
The largest East Coast quake on 
record was a 7.3 in South Caroli- 
na in 1886. 

A 5.8 earthquake releases as 
much energy as nearly 8 tons of 
TNT, about half the size of the 
atomic bomb dropped on Hiro- 
shima in 1945. 

But it was smaller than earth- 


quakes that have made world 
headlines recently. The devastat- 
ing March 11 quake in northeast- 
ern Japan was a magnitude 9.0. 
One that rocked Christchurch, 
New Zealand, in February was 
a 6.3. 

uses seismologist Paule Earle 
said earthquakes like this can hap- 
pen “anywhere at any time.” 

“There’s a lot of unknown faults 
in the East that are very unlike- 
ly to go, but do go periodically,” 
Earle said. 

The epicenter of Tuesday’s 
quake was 3.7 miles underground 
near Mineral, Va., and about 90 
miles southwest of Washing- 
ton.

Healthy Strasburg

The seats behind the screen in Hag- 
erstown are so close to home plate 
that you feel like you are watching 
a Nationals bullpen session in Viera 
in spring training. You’re as close, 
45 feet away, as if you leaned out 
of a seat in Nationals 
Park over the bull- 
pen to see a starter 
warming up before 
a game. 

So you could, for a 
$10 ticket, be as close 
to Stephen Stras- 
burg on Monday night on rehab 
assignment in the minors as you 
were when you first saw him in 
’10 spring training the day Pudge 
Rodriguez compared his stuff to 
Nolan Ryan or when he fanned 14 
men in his big-league debut. 


My two-cent, two-eye ver- 
dict: He’s back. Almost all the 
way back. 

Because Strasburg is blunt 
about baseball, he sees all his 
current flaws. At times “I’m [too] 
amped up,” he said. In the bull- 
pen, he often “feels great.” But, in 
a game, the full polished package 
remains a project. “There’s little 
glimpses. They come back. Whether 
it’s a hitter or two. An inning.” 

However, Strasburg’s candor 
cuts both ways. If you want a bit 
of a chill down the baseball por- 
tion of your spine, this is the money 


sound byte from Strasburg’s own 
mouth after fanning six Hickory 
Crawdads in three innings. “The 
curveball is still not where it was,” 
he said. “All my other pitches are 
better than they were before, so I’m 
sure that will be the same.” 

If Strasburg is exaggerating, 
especially about himself, it’s the 
first time. His current program 
is the equivalent of late March 
in spring training when pitchers 
haven’t reached maximum veloc- 
ity. On Monday on the Nats radar 
gun, Strasburg hit 99 mph and sat 
at 94-96.

Strasburg’s elbow has now 
achieved the famous New Elbow 
status, where other starters actually 
threw harder after the surgery. The 
question isn’t whether he’ll come 
back. It’s whether he will be almost 
as good, just as good or better? 

Strasmas II may only be weeks 
away. Perhaps on Sept. 6, 380 days 
after his injury, he’ll start in Nats 
Park. A rain-out, elbow stiffness, a 
cat crossing his path could change 
that guess. If the Nats preferred it, he 
might start in a minor league play- 
off game after Sept. 5. Buy tickets at 
your peril. But I can look at a calen- 
dar, count five days between starts 
and know Sept. 6, 11 and 16 are all 
Nat home games. 

When Strasburg returns, don’t 
expect the consistent domination 
of last summer. Strasburg maybe 
erratic start-to-start until 2012.

Tennessee’s Pat Summitt plans to 
coach “as long as the good Lord is 
willing” despite recentiy being diag- 
nosed with early onset dementia. 

In a statement from Summitt 
released by the university on Tues- 
day, the Hall of Fame coach said she 
visited with doctors at the Mayo 
Clinic in Rochester, Minn., after 
the 2010-11 basketball season and 
was diagnosed with the condition 
over the summer. 

“I plan to continue to be your 
coach,” Summitt said. “Obvious- 
ly, I realize I may have some lim- 
itations with this condition since 
there will be some good days and 


some bad days.” 

The Knoxville News Sentinel first 
reported Summitt’s condition. The 
59-year-old Summitt told the news- 
paper she plans to rely on medica- 
tion and mental exercises to manage 
the progressive condition that could 
lead to Alzheimer’s and planned to 
inform the current Lady Volunteers 
of her diagnosis in a team meeting 
Tuesday afternoon. 

Summitt said longtime assis- 
tants Holly Warlick, Dean Lock- 
wood and Mickie DeMoss will take 
on more responsibilities with the 
team going forward. 

As college basketball’s win- 
ningest coach, Summitt has spent 
37 seasons at Tennessee and has 
1,071 career victories and eight 
national championships. The Lady 
Vols have failed to reach the Final 
Four since they last won the nation- 
al championship in 2008. (ap)

Even Reggie Watts 
doesn't always know 
what to expect from 
his own comedy shows 

Personalities 

First-timers at a Reggie Watts show 
usually take a while deciding what to 
make of him. The strangely dressed 
39-year-old, panda-shaped and sport- 
ing an aurora-like Afro, might show 
up speaking in an erudite British 
accent or mumbling like a particularly 
dim hip-hop fan. His riffs can begin 
in stand-up comedy mode, veer into 
beatboxing, then trail off in a tangle 
of dubious scientific jargon. 

Even multimedia artist Brian Eno, 
who has made a career of being hard 
to pin down, was befuddled by him. 
Watts’ press bio quotes him asking, 
“Is he a comedian? A singer? A per- 
formance artist? I’ve seen him a few 
times and I still can’t decide.” 

Whatever you call what he does, 
one thing is clear: Watts is incred- 
ibly funny. Sometimes funny in a 
pop-culture-demolishing way, as in 
a song that stacks rap’s most profane 
ingredients atop each other until they 
become something like a linguistics 
thesis. Sometimes in an Andy Kauf- 
man, can-I-laugh-yet? sort of way, as 
when he unspools endless run-on sen- 
tences composed of clauses that come 
from and lead to nowhere. 

The truth is. Watts doesn’t always 
know what’s he’s doing. He keeps 
pushing further into strange perfor- 
mance-art territory, improvising each 
show instead of building a routine. He

even admits to occasionally catching 
himself mid-set and thinking, “Oh 
my God, what am I doing?” 

Mental friction is part of what 
makes the shows captivating, though. 
“I enjoy it,” he says. “For the audi- 
ence, obviously if I’m feeling so awk- 
ward that I’m confused and stuff on 
stage, that’s not my ideal state. But 
if a moment’s weird, and it’s kind of 
going in a strange place, sometimes 
it’s really nice.” 

Given the hazards of improvising, 
adding drugs to the mix might be 
ill-advised. But Watts seems to 
view it as a makes-you-stron- 
ger challenge. He doesn’t 
drink but admits that “weed 
has always been something 
I’ve been interested in, 
as kind of a perspective- 
shifter, of throwing your- 
self out there — kind of like 
Navy SEALs being thrown 
out in the middle of a raging 
ocean, you know, for train- 
ing purposes. I have to impro- 
vise in this intense, intuitive way.”

Stephen MaLkmus

Album Review 

Pavement’s 2010 reunion divid- 
ed fans between those who felt it 
was a richly deserved victory lap 
for one of the finest rock bands of 
the 1990s and those who feared a 
perfunctory, punch-the-clock cash- 
in. Watching Pavement onstage 
did little to resolve the question —

even the band seemed unsure of 
its intentions. 

In a way, this all fit perfect- 
ly. During his now 20 -year run as 
one of America’s best songwriters. 
Pavement’s creative engine, Stephen 
Malkmus, has conducted his career 
in a state of self-referential bemuse- 
ment and above-the-fray remove, 
mining professional and emotional 
ambivalence to remarkable effect. 
Equally capable of filling his records 
with thrilling pop gems, wrench- 
ing ballads and self-indulgent silli- 
ness, he can be a frustrating enigma.

When Malkmus appears dialed in, 
he is the equal to any writer in the 
idiom. When his focus drifts, he is 
a fascinating study in how a tran- 
scendent talent can make hugely 
tedious music. 

Aided by producer Beck Hans- 
en, “Mirror Traffic” — Malkmus’s 
fifth solo record — finds the artist 
at his most energized and engaged. 
The front half hosts two of Malk- 
mus’s strongest straight rockers in 


years. The pull-no-punches “Sena- 
tor” wryly addresses both the carnal 
and policy failings of an unnamed 
civil servant with full frontal vitriol. 
Meanwhile, the ebullient “Stick Fig- 
ures in Love” spins an infectious riff 
over dazed, stream-of-consciousness 
couplets. The galloping “Forever 28” 
juxtaposes great hooks with one of 
Malkmus’s saddest meditations: “I 
can see the mystery of you and me 
will never quite add up.”

Slackers-in-Arms 

Stephen Malkmus and Beck 
were never close friends, but 
the pair of ’90s slacker vets have 
crossed paths over the years 
and share a mutual admiration 
for each other's work. “You real-

Now's the time to 
take advantage of the 
economic uncertainty 

The Navigator 

If you’re looking for a little adven- 
ture — a strike, a riot or maybe even 
a revolution — skip the Middle East 
and head to Europe. 

Predictably quiet Western 
Europe, a magnet for many Amer- 
ican tourists, hasn’t 
seen this much uncer- 
tainty in a while. As 
reports of economic 
bailouts, work stop- 
pages, unrest in the 
streets and fluctuat- 
ing currencies find 
their way back to the States, travel- 
ers wonder whether it’s safe. 

I do. I’m headed to Europe with 
my family for a tour of Italy in 
early September. While none of the 
experts I spoke with advised me to 
cancel, they did caution me to mon- 
itor the situation carefully. 

“This is very different from 
years past,” says Bruce Mclndoe, 
president of iJET Intelligent Risk 
Systems, a security consulting 
company. “The nexus of govern- 
ing and financial issues will create 
a much more dynamic and tense 
environment throughout Europe 
over years past, where it has been 
much more localized.” Indeed, 


Greece was the scene last week of 
violent clashes between police and 
protesters, as well as a disruptive 
nationwide strike. 

American visitors are worried 
about two key issues: safety and 
money. “The issue here is curren- 
cy volatility,” said F. John Mathis, 
a professor at Thunderbird School 
of Global Management in Glendale, 
Ariz. “When a country is going 
through a debt restructuring, as 
Greece is, the euro will depreciate, 
making it less expensive for U.S. 
tourists to visit Europe.” 


As always, the silver lining is 
the bargains that await contrar- 
ian travelers. James Stathis, who 
publishes the website Celebrate- 
Greece.com, says news of riots in 
Athens has created opportunities 
for bargain hunters. 

“This is a great time to visit 
because smart travelers know 
that crowds will be down,” he 
adds. “Prices are also down. The 
islands, villages and everywhere 
outside of Constitution Square in 
Athens are safe and fun to visit.”
